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10. (Twice Amended) A vector comprising a fragment of the potato gene 
coding for granule-bound starch synthase (GBSS), wherein said fragment is selected from the 
group consisting of SEQ ID No. 1, SEQ ID No. 2[,] and SEQ ID No. 3 [and fragments 
encoding the amino acid sequences of SEQ ID No. 6-17], and said fragment is inserted in the 
antisense direction in relation to a promoter immediately upstream from the gene fragment. 

REMARKS 

The present amendment is filed concurrently with a Preliminary Motion 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.633(i), which allows an opponent, in addition to opposing a motion 
filed under paragraphs (a), (b) or (g) of this section, to file a motion to redefine the interfering 
subject matter under paragraph (c) of this section.
